Superior to Product
from Spring,

Clty Board of Heallh glves carefully
prepared (nstructlons for preventing
the spread of typhold fever, and at the
same tlme Inatructs famllies unable to
purchass fllters or Lo use bottled water

as a4 muatter of health and comfort.

From the tibles given In the bulle-
tin it {s #hown that there were 219
deaths In Richmond durlng July (113
white and 106 colored), of which 8
were among non-resldents, leaving 210
deaths among residents of Richmond,
Calculated to annual rates per 1,000
inhubltants, the denth rate among the
entire population wnas 22,66 with non-
residents ineluded, and 21,73 with non-
resldents excluded, . For the whites the
rate was 1848 with non-residents in-
cluded, and 17.83 with non-resiilenta
excluded. The eolored rate was 26,87
with non-residents included, and 2846
wi non-residents exeluded,

The total number of deaths In July
wns 21 less than In June and 37 less
than in July, 1007. There were 33
denths from diarrhea and enterltis un-
doer two years this July, agalnst 44
last July, ‘nnd 4 deaths from diarrhen
and enteritls over two years, agalnst
15 In July, 1907. Typhold fever was
responsible for 6 deaths (one of which
was a case brought here for treatment)
agalnst § last year, but only 1 death
was attributed to malarla agalnst 5
last year,

There wera 237 births reported dur-
Ing July, of which 157 were whita and

k|80 were colored. This was at an an-

nunl rate of 24.63 for the entlre popu-
1atlon—26.66 for white and 22.54 for the
colored population.
The Typhold Bltuation,
?l‘he bulletin goes on to say:
Typhold fover s always the chief
fouree of anxlety during July, August
and September.  Durlng  July there
wera reported to the department 73

“Tha investigation of all renorted
cases by the medicnl inspector shows
that, as s usual at this time of the
year, no single cause §s responsible for
the cases, There has boeen mno reason
since January to attribute any of the
cases to the publle water supply, nor
have any of the cases been due to milk,

The factors which are apparently re-

sponsible are (1) the large number of
dry closets stlll in Richmond, (2) the
number . of wells still In uga {n sectlons
which cannot get clty water, (3) the
genecal prevalence of the disease In
the country around Richmond (adding
directly Lo the prevalence of tha dis-
ease by the cases hrought here for
trealment, and to the number of deatha
by those which terminate fatally; and
{ndirectly by furnishing additlonal foci
of Infectlon), and ' (4) the presence of
‘typhold carriers.’ those cases which

,fharbor the typhoid baecillus In thelr

hodies, although themselves apparent-
Iy well, and {nfect others by their care-
less hablts,

“The medical inspector find= many
households In. which the directiona ot
the health department are not follow-
ed with the degree of care demanded
in order to prevent the spread of the
disease.

Pure Drinklng Water.
“Although there has been nothing to
Indicate that James River water has
been responsible for any of the typhoid
fever this summer, still {ts most un-
slghtly ap[l‘f.ul‘!lﬂcﬁ renders It scarcely
fit for drinking purposes during perlods
of turbidity such as we have overy
summer. Tt {8 the ‘part of prudence
from a sanitary standpolint, as well as
the part of common decency. to drink

‘(oo water which has not hean go treated

as to render It more agreeabhle and
frea from even the posalbility of eaus-
Ing digease., It I8 strongly to he hoped
that the promises that the settlinig

hasing will ba put In use during August

will mnot fall us through unexpected
happenings. These basing will do a
vitst deal to Improve the quality of our
water supply, both from a sanitary and

#n esthetie standpoint

“Meanwhile {t Is advised elther that
household filters be used or that the
water for drinking and cooking pur-
poses he clarified by the use of alum.
Much misunderstanding . prevails re-
garding the latter method. When prop-
erly used, no alum whatsoever Is left
In the treated water. It [s not a
question whether minute doses of alum
are injurious or not. The alum is zim-
ply not thera.
; For Clearing Wnater,

“Fop those who wish to use this
method, the following directions are
Elven: When the water I8 very muddy,
add three grains of alum to every gal-
lon of water and mix thoroughly, This
can be done cheaply by making a so-
lutlon of three and a half (3.5) ounces
of alum_to a half-gallon bottle  of
water. Every teaspoonful of this con-
tains aheout three grains, which, as
just mentioned, is the proper amount
to add te a gallon of muddy watepr In
order to clear fit,

After adding the alum, in the pro-
portion of a teaspoonful of this solu-
tlon to each gallon of water and mix-
Ing thoroughly, continue to. stir for a
minute or two. This will bring about
coagulation much mors rapidly than (£

i the water 18 allowed to stand still. Af-
g+ ter doing this. let the water stand for
+at least twelve hours, Every particle

of mud will then be found thrown
town to the bottom of the wessel, while
the water |[tselt will be as clear as it
Is posslble for water to he.

“Do not attemptl fo get qulcker or
better results by adding mors alum
than advised above.  When tha water
Is not extremely muddy, even less wlill
do. If more than three graing is ndd-
cd, the cxcess accompllshes nothing,
hesldes which there 18 great rlsk of
having alum remain in the clear
water, whiceh will never occur: If the
above dlrectlons are exactly followed.
Water trealed as above adivized Is
fully aqual 'to the best filtersd water
and is actually superlor to some of the
spring waters =sold to the Richmosd
publie,
